In Saigon last 
night a rocket landed about 20 metres from 
a I0-storey hotel in onc of the most 
densely-populated parts of the city. The 
Police said there was no immediate word 
of any casualties as the city was under 
Strict curfew at the time.

vers time San’a looks different. Men 

" wearlnag arms and grenades slung 
about thelr bodies no longer brush past 
the newcomer to the old Yemeni capital 
as he strolls the dusty streets on ἃ 
chilly evening. And Jabal Nakum, the 
mountain overshadowing the northern 
part of the town, has ceased spitting 
gunfire, rockets and bombs. 

In spite of their major offensive Jast 
December, the Royalists’ threat to the 
capital is now confined to the road cut- 
ting near Nageel Yaslah. This cutting, 65 
km. from San’a, is a atrategic one for it 
controis the steep descent of the Amer- 
Jean-ballt highway from San‘a to the 
country’s other nain town, Ta'lz. 

The Royslist offensive, culminating in 
the now famous 70-day siege of San‘a, 


“was folled The Republicans no longer 


fear a Royalist attack. Their argument 
is simple: the Reyalists' greateat build-up 
ever during six years of civil) war failed 
to panic the _ citizens of San‘a into 
bringing about ihe collapse of the ca- 
pital's resistance, A new attack would 
mean disaster aow that the Republicans 
have acquired the necessary training to 
master their new heavy weapons and 
airereft, Moreover, the Republicans are 
now using against the enemy his own 
weapon of guerrilla warfare. 

The Republicans are eager to wipe out 
those few hundred Royalists threateniog 
the highway from the caves of Nageel 
Yaslah. There is talk here of surrounding 
the caves and forcing the Royalists to 
flee or starve. But even the most opti- 
mistic wishful thinker cannot see an end 
to the civil war. The Republicans cannot 
claim to have finally wiped out those 
who defy what they call the country's 
“hstorical drive.” Nor do the Royalists 
have a secure future. 


A WAY OF LIFE 


This stalemate has become part of the 
Yemeni way of life. almost a set of rules 
which even the most dedicated gambler, 
whether Royalist or Republican, cannot 
upset. If the dispute were only over a 
political system or the apparatus of gov- 
ernment, the civil war would have ended 
much carlier. But deeply rooted in this 
war in this divided and backward society is 
the fact that the regime and persona- 
Utres are only symbols for the fighting. 

Fighting 15. a way of carning a living 
among the militant Zidi tribes inhabit- 
ing the savage mountain terrain, bor- 
dermg Saudi Arebia im the north, and 
in the barren desert_bordering the newly- 
inéependent People's-Repubic of South- 
ero Yemen in the east. 


In the past the Imam used to recruit 
these tribes for his Barani Army and 
sead them south to the fertile lands 
farmed by people of the Shafi sect to 
collect his taxes. Now that the Imam has 
been overthrown, the talk is of equality 
for all the people of the Yemen. But 
Goes it work? Tribesmen who have never 
been. taught to grow wheat and are not 
Prepared to wait for the Revolution’s 
“developments” are once again earning 
their living by the rifle. Ordinary tribes- 
men resort to the rifle, for or against 
the Republic, as a way of earning a liv- 
ing. 7 
Often the tribes are divided into both 
camps, and so are the tribal sheikhs. 
Some remain Republicans while their re- 
latives fight for the other side.

BEIRUT (Reuter). — Mr. Mohammed Al 
al-Jiffry, President of the South Arabian 
League, said here yesterday that the situa- 
tion in the People’s Republic of Southern 


Yemen was “deteriorating sadly.” He 
added that officials there had lost control 
over most of the country. 


The moderate Sal was at one time one 
of three main perties disputing power in 
Aden before independence. 

In Aden, Foreign Minister Dhalaei said 
on Friday that a final Eritish offer 
on aig to the Southern Yemen Republic 
had been rejected in principle. 

Under a general amnesty issued yester- 
day President Eabtan Mohammed al- 
Sha'abi pardoned all those people who had 
committed “mistakes” Iast March 20 and 
before that date. 


Arab | terrorists 
fail to agree 


BEIRUT (Reuter}. — The Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization (P.L.0.) said in Cairo 
that obstacles beyond its power had pre- 
ventcd the implementation of an agree- 
ment with rival groups fo form a Pales- 
tine National Council, The P.L.O. executive 
gommittee gave news of the deadJock after 
11 days of talks with the other groups. The 
statement wes broadcast by the Voice of 
Palestine Radio in Cairo on Friday. It did 
not say What the obstacles were. 

Three Arab groups — the PLO, Al 
Fatah and the Popular Front for the Li- 
heration of Palestine — agreed to form a 
eouncil at a meeting in Beirut on March 
16. However, formation of the proposed 
'100-member council was repeatedly. de- 
ferred because Fatah refused to name its 
80 members, according to PLO. sources. 
Fatah sources said at the time that their 
organization was “more interested in ac- 
ierag ered the occupied territories then 
in political ones”

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Neo-Nazis ‘cash in’ on Six Day War 
Israel-Arab clash awakened 
dormant anti-Semitism

BONN. --- West German Government ana- 
lysts say last yenr's Middle East war 
helped the Nazi-led Natlona! Democratic 
Party (NPD} to election gains. Last week 
the patty made its strongest showing to 
cate, winning 10 per cent of the Baden- 
Wuerttemberg state parliament seats, or 
12 mandates out of 120. 

“The NPD has hecome a manifesta- 
tioa of German right radicalism. 2 mani- 
festation that should be taken seriously,” 
said the Ministry of Interior's analysis of 
the party's growth. The NPD now holds 
seats in seven of the ecoustry's 10 state 
parliaments and Sunday's results are re- 
garded ag an indication of what will hap- 
peo in the national election in September 
1969. 

NPD totals are no lonzer evaluated as 
the catch-all vote of malcontents and 
Junatie fringe; there is a clearly discern- 
able right radical movement and Bonn 
authorities are asking themselves why It 
is growlnz. 

The latest Government analysis said: 
“The ontbreak of the Israel-Arab con- 
fliet gave the right radical press, above 
all the weekly ‘Deutsche National Zeit- 
ung und Soldaten Zeitung,’ the opportu- 
nity to increase its nationalistic rabble- 
rousing. It wag mostly directed against 
Ysrael and was designed to awaken anti- 
Semitic prejudices." 

The study iinks NPD voter appeal 
lo radical newspapers’ headlines accus- 
jing Israel of atrocities and depicting De- 
fence Minister Moshe Diyaa as “follow- 
ing in Hitler's footsteps.” The “Nattonai 
Zeitung" also demunded that German Jews 
he required to take a special loyalty oath 
before assuming any official position or 
public office. Those who express syni- 
pathy for Israel, world Jewry or Zionism, 
said the paper, should be coasidered “tem- 
porary citizens or guests of Germany.” 

For more than a year, NPD speech- 
makers have been under surict orders 
from National Chairman Adolph von 
Thadden to avold anti-Semitic statements 
for which they could be prosecuted. But 
von Thadden's weckly “Deutsche Nach- 
richten” cited as the “spiritual basis" of 
NPD policy Professor Ernst Anrich’s call 
for “race-oriented blological col- 
lectivism in an authoritarian state.” 

In addition to anti-Semitic publicity 
based on the Six Day War, the Bonn 
governnient study cited a number of 
other melhods the NPD uses lo gain 
new voters. The party is said to capita- 
lize on “the people's desire for protection 
agaiast Communism." The NPD calls It- 
self the “core of resistanze against con- 
munist Infiltration” and refers to West 
German newspapers and broadcasting sta- 
tions as “helper institutions of the red 
inquisition.” 


Anti-Americanism too 


The Bonn analysts say the NPD has 
also gained voters by furlhering fears 
that foreign investors will dominate West 
Germany, “According to sociological in- 
vestigations,” added the study, “anti- 
Americanism and anti-Semitism are most- 
ly connected, not only in Germany but 
in other European countries too." 

Campaigners on the NPD ticket in 
Baden-Wuertcemberg warned voters that 
‘West Germany is “slipping more and more 
into helpless dependence on U.S. world 
capitalism and its mad policies.” Voters 
were atso told Nazi crimes were no 
worse than the actions of Americans in 
Vietoam or Israelis in the June War. 

Following the outbreak of violent de- 
monstrations in 27 West German cities 
last month NPD speakers switched to-2 
platform of law and order. Party ciicf 
vou Thadden called for police to be out- 
fitted with telmets and jackboots “to 
create respect.” 

Election analysts feel the NPD bene- 
fitted from a middle-class backlash against 
the left-wing demonstrations, which fol- 
Jowed the attempted assassination of stu- 
dent leader Rudi Dutschke. 

NPD gains are also attributed to public 
dissatisfaction with Bonn's grand coali-

leaving the opposition Free Democrats 
outnumbered 10 to ome in the Bundestag. 
In Baden-Wuertiemberg, the Social De- 
miocrats suffered most, losing 10 seats 
in the state parliament. The Christian 
Democrats lost one seat im the 120- 
man legislature The Free Democrats gein- 
ed four seats for a total of 18 amd the 
NPD entered with 12. 

The NPD success has led to fears thak 
the big parties could be stampeded into 
one cf two possible extreme reactions: 
Either the disitusioned Social Democrats 
might burst the Bonn coalition without 
waiting for the 1969 elections, or the 
present coalition partners might agree to 
continue their alliance rather than either 
sharing the opposition roje with the NPD. 


Bundestag imbalance 


For the radicals, the big parties’ quan- 
dary promises more campaign material. 
The present imbalance in parliament has 
been one of the prime targets of NPD 
speakers. The radicals are confident they 
can enter the national parliament whe- 
ther new elections are held ag scheduled 
mext year or earlier. As soon as the 
Baden-Wuerttemberg results were counted, 
von Thadden demanded parliament be dis- 
solved. 

Von Thadden feels his narty now has an 
unbeatable campaign formula to capture 
10 per cent of the Bundestag The pat- 
tern has evolved aver the last four years, 
hecoming more successful io each state 
campaign. 

The Jatest refinements include the 
NPD's call for dissolution of the coun- 
try'a Central Office for Prosecution of 
Nazi Criminals {to save taxpayers’ mo- 
ΠΟΥ and eviction of U.S, troops from 
West Germany ‘to end the foreign occu- 
pation). Older facets of the NPD cam- 
paign tormula have been maintained, such 
as the demand for an end to restitution 
payments to Jewish victims of Nazism 
and deportation of all foreign workers. 

As party membership, which now stands 
at 28,000, has increased and voter popu- 
larity has grown, von Thadden has rats- 
ed his political sights. Entering parlia- 
ment with up to 50 of the 518 man- 
dates is only the Immediate goal of the 
NPL.

Gold price to stay stable 
while speculators unload

Azur six weeks have passed since 
the world's most frenzied stampede 
to buy gold 

The Stockhohm Conference fixed two 
prices for the yellow metal; one for 
central banks which, when buying or 
selling gold to each other, will maintain 
the old official price — in force since 
1934 — of $235 — per Troy ounce oF 
about 35 grams. 

Ordinary people, no longer ellowed to 
uy at the official price, are directed to 
the free markets in Paris, Zurich and 
London. 

After initial rather high prices on amatl 
turnovers in Paris, the free gold price 
settled at between $37 — $88.50 an 
ounce. Recently 2 slight upward trend 
eculd be observed. ° 

Some progress has been made, despite 
sharp opposition — one might even say 
an attempt at obstruction — of de 
Gaulle's France in the creation of the 
famous S.D.Rs. These are the Special 
Deposit Rights, the international credits 
to be created according to the decision 
of the Rio de Janelro meeting of the 
International Monetary Fund. Most im- 
portant of all, the big producer — South 
‘Africa —- has made its policy clear. Dr. 
Diedericks, the Finance Minister. has 
stated in Pretoria that for the time be- 
ing his country is not going to sell any 
gold on the free or official markets. 

It wil simply add the newly-mined 
gold to its reserves. It can afford to do 
so. for the time being at least. 

The price of gold, as of every com- 
modity, 1s determined by supply and de- 
mand. The supply side is limited as it 
has proved to be not profitable to in- 
crease substantially the mining of gold 
at present price levels. Demand is [π- 
creasing for industrial and jewellery pur- 
poses. Although it is estimated that in 
the early 1970, demand from these 
sources will equal supply, at present a 
not unimportant amount of the annual 
gold production is either bought by hoard- 
ers or added to the world’s moanetery 
reserves. It is often argued that if the 
central banks could do away with gold 
as the basis of the world’s currency 
system an important source for the de- 
mend of goki would disappear and the 
price would drastically drop, probably 
even substantially below the present of- 
ficial price of $85 an ounce. 

This is theoretically quite correct, but 
the “if” is a very big one. It might be 
possible to create, at least on paper, 2 
workable international payments system 
without recourse to gold. But on all 
available evidence it seems a very long 
way from this paper work to putting it 
into practice. For the time being, ποῖ- 


withstanding the possible creation af 
Special Deposit Rishts, it is a fair as. 
sumption that central banks will continue 
to buy and sell gold at $25 an cunce 

The development of the present tri 
market price of yold has been rather 
disappointing for speculators, who hoped 
fo reap a quick ‘at profit through the 
raising of tbls official price to $50, or 
even $70 an ounce. 

The official price remaining fixed at 
$35 — many speculators who hed bought 
with borrowed money have been com- 
yelled to unload thelr stocka in London 
and Zurich. The enormous amount bought 
in the recent gold rushes — variously 
estimated at between two million and 
2.5 million kHograms of gold. or $2.500zm. 
— is the principal reason why the free 
gold price has been comparatively low 
so far. 

The selling of the speculators’ stocks 
may take Many months, but it is reason. 
able to expect thereafter higher free gold 
prices. This is also the feeling of the 
buyers of gold shares. These highly 
Speculative shares have gone Up again 
on the London Stock Exchange after 
their recent not unexpected setback int- 
Mediately Zollowing the Stockholm Cen-~ 
ference. 

For Israelis the price of gold has risen 
only a few per cent above the levels af 
the first three months of 196%. The free 
price of gold has risen by six per cen 
to nine per cent; but the price of Natad 
has dropped by three per cent to tive 
per cent, netting a price of slightly over 
L140 ‘per ounce against about ΙΣ»105 
a few monthg ago when the Tush was 


on. 

Whether it is a wise decision to buy 
gold at ILa40 an ounce remains of 
course an open question. Firstly, these 
investments are only open to thase who 
can afford it, as gold obviously earns no 
jaterest or dividends. The investar must 
be able to forgo income on 2% least ἃ 
part of his capital. Secondly, the present 
price of L140 — is not without risk. 
as a etl lower price of Natad or of 
gold remains possible. Bot this risk seems 
mited. On the other hand the possib- 
ility of a higher free. not to mention of- 
ficial, gold price after some months is 
actual.

Archaeological 
finds at Sebastia 


A’ Herodian pillar with an ionic capital 
and a unique relief of vine leaves has been 
discovered In a cistern at Sebastia, site of 
the Biblical Samaria, it was announced 
by the Government Antiquities Department. 

The cistern. dating to the fourth century 
ΟΕ, was uncovered when beavy rains this 
winter caused a cave-in at an olive grove, 

Mr, ¥. Mesnarer, who conducted a 27:- 
week dig at the sito last month, told The 
Post that the people who dug the pit’ went 
to the nearby Herodian ruins when looking 
for stones to support the cistern roof. They 
came away with this pillar from one of 
the first century B.CE. shrines. He said 
the vine leaf pattern was the only one of 
its kind discovered.

Compromise seen 
on immigration

TEL AVIV.—The Labour Party secretariat 
ix next week expected to recommend a 
separation between immigration and ab- 
sorption functions. The consensus of opinion 
in the Labour Party Bureau, which met 
earlier this week, was that a Ministry of 
Immigration should be created, but im- 
migration proper would remain the res- 
ponsibility of the Jewish Agency. At pre- 
sent, both immigration and absorption are 
Agency functions. 

Opposing this scheme is Mr. Arye Pincus, 
Chairman of the Agency Executive, wha 
prefers the retalning the statns quo. He will 
have a last chance to defend his view 
when the Secretariat meets next week. He 
is expected back from abroad later this 
week, 

The solution as outlined by Mr. Yitzhak 
Ben-Abaron at the Party Bureau meeting 
on Sunday was a synthesis of Mr. Ben- 
Ahsron's own vi with those of Mr. Arie 
Eliav and Mr. ul Avigur, and of Mr. 
Haim Herzog. While Mr. Ben-Abaron ad- 
vocated that immigration and absorption 
both become a government responsibility, 
the Eliav-Avigur proposal suggested the 
creation of an “absorption authority” with- 
out executive powers. Mr. Herzog gaid the 
Government should be responsible for all 
stages of immigration.

FATAH MEN 


NABLUS. — A Nablus youth who went to 
Syria to join a) Fatah and was captured 
after infiltrating back vie Karama, was 
sentenced to seven years’ imprisonment by 
the Military Court here yesterday. Another 
youth who was trained in the use of arms 
by Fatah members here received two years. 

The first accused, Zubdi Sa’adan Yusuf 
Dabai, 23, 2 native of Lydda, was employed 
as an electrician by the municipality here. 
His}superior, Amin Brando, recruited him 
and three other youths to the Fatah, 

He gave them the Fatah telephone num-+ 
ber in Damascus — 86351 — and they set 
out, via Damya, Bridge, where they declared 
they were emigrating for good. On arrival 
in Damascus, they contacted Fatab head- 
quarters and were sent for training to el 
Hamma camp, 

After five days of weapons: and grenade 
training they were Iniltrated back and ar- 
rested after reaching Nablus, Brando ‘and 
the three others are in custody. 

The second accused, Sohil Abu Zait, 20, 
pleaded guilty, to learning use of weapons 
and contact with Fatah agents, but said 
he never joined the terror organization. 
The judge said he accepted this as a miti- 
gating circumstance and therefore was 
sentencing him to only two years’.

RAMALLARL — Restrictions on the move- 
ment of local residents were yesterday τ- 
moved as suddenly as they were imposed 
the previous morning. 

" ‘The Defence Ministry spokeaman yester- 
day streased that there had been no restric- 
tions on traffic to Ramallah, from Ramallah 
to other parts of the West Bank or to 
Jerusalem or other Israel territory. He 
added that travel permits issued for visits 
τὸ Jordan, or from Jordan, were not can- 
celled either. “Nor were restrictions im- 
posed on trade with Israel or Jordan,” he 
added. 

The spokesman was obviqusly referring 
to press reports, but gave no explanation 
regarding megsures obsecteq at check- 
posts set up on the outskirts of Ramallah 
over the week-end. Following the tocal 
general business and school strike on In- 
dependence Day, the, movement of resi- 
dents was severely restricled on Sunday. 
They were prohibited from entering Israel 
or crossing to Jordan; although there were 
no restrictions un thelr movements within 
the West Bank. ‘The steps that were taken 
inzpired rumours οὗ cancellation of travel 
permits ‘already issued or of restrictions 
on trade with Israel and Jordan. 

The removal of the neighbouring check- 
posts yesterday was part of the tofal re- 
moval of all checkposta on West Bank 
highways. West Bankers, however, still 
need permita for travel to Israel and Jor- 
jan. 

Security elreles here say the Ramallah 
strike was apparently organizea by “some 
highly influential body.” These circles were 
also surprised by the ready response of 
certain sectors which had often empha- 
sized their objection to such strike action.

A statement issued by the 
Ministry's Director-General, in reaction to 
a *“Ma'ariv’ report, sald that “following 
clarification of the matter with the poliee,” 
ik ‘was concluded that “the planning was 
ppropriate to the traffic needs as forecast.” 
However, the forecast was only for half the 
number of vebleles that actually arrived. 

Thousands had been forced to wait from 
the end of the parade at noon til] 186 at 
night for transport out of town and to out- 
lying quarters, Car-driving Jeruselemitcs 
complained of being waved on from grand- 
stand parking lots all the way to Ramle 
before being able to return to the city via 
Νοῦν Halamed Heb. Scores of tourists who 
paid for bus transport beforehand to the 
grandstands had to walk because buses 
could not navigate through the traffic jams.

Ben-Gurion said that a veteran Haganah 
official said, in the Knesset debate on the 
Security Service Law at the time, that the 
army fostered careerism, idlencas and self- 
aggrandisement because “these phenomena 
are part of the rature of an army.” He 
also quoted him as having said that-the Air 
Force had disoualified candidates from 2gri=

Man missing from~
